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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 




Sir: 



In an Office Action mailed March 6, 2007, the Examiner has imposed a Restriction 
Requirement to one of the following inventions under the provisions of 35 U.S.C. §121 and 
§372: . 

Group I: Claims 1-11 and 15-25, drawn to a monomeric scFV antibody 

fragment recognizing human CEA and obtained from the hybridoma 
producing the CB-CEA-1 Mab, fragments comprising the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ. ID. NOs.: 16 and 17, scFv produced by recombinant 
cells or organisms, scFv antibodies used for identifying or treating or 
radiolocalizing human CEA-expressing tumors, and pharmaceutical 
compositions for treatment or radiolocalization of tumors expressing 
CEA. 

Group II: Claims 12-14 and 26-31, drawn to recombinant cells expressing 

monomeric scFv antibody fragments recognizing human CEA and 
obtained from the hybridoma producing the CB-CEA-1 Mab, 
recombinant multicellular organisms expressing the scFv antibody 
fragments, and vectors encoding the scFv antibody fragments. 



In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect the claims of Group I 
(i.e., claims 1-11 and 15-25,) without traverse. 
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Applicants reserve the right to pursue the remaining non-elected inventions in 
divisional applications.
